IN the Reign' of King James the Firjfy 
the Honourable Family of CMmoMdiey^ aC 
Fale-Reyal inCbe/bircj kept (according t# 
the Custom of that Age) a FcoU whofe Name 
was I^ixM ; but fp very a Natural^ that he wa» 
not cMable of fpeaking fix Words together, 
lis^wm wa^ the Top of his Eloquence i nor 
was he ever heard to utter even thofe Words, but 
when preffed by Hunger, Thiril, or fome Na- 
tural Didlate. However, by continual Cuftom> 
and the Care of the Steward, he was made capa- 
ble of Driving the Oxenzt Plough ; when, One 
I>ay, as he was in the Field perform ng this Duty' 
with his Fellow-Servants, he let h\\ the Goaa^ 
a^d ilood immovdJ^le, with his Eyes wide open, 
and fixed towards Heaven ; nor could all the 
Woirdsi Blows, Pinching, (Sc. <ff his Fellows, 
fetch him out of this Trance for the Space of abova 
en Hour i at the End of which Time, he re- 
covered of himfel^ and taking up his Goad-^ 
went on with his Employ as if nothing had ailed 
him. The Men who were at Work with hin^ 
asked him, with great Surprize, What made him 
fUn^ftill? and why he had delayed them fo 
lone \ when, to their great Aftonifliment, he 
tskw them a fenfible Difcourfe of near two 
Hfeurs length, without the leiftHcfitationr In 
a which 
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ii Nixon's Prophecy. 

which he foretold the Civil Wars. The Beatl 
of King Charles the Firft. The Reftora- 
fion of King Charles the Second. The 
ABUcatioiii 1 of Kiog, ^j^iiims. The Revolution 
by King W i L L i a M ; and many other Things, 
not yet come to pafs. Adding^ that for a Con- 
firmation of^ the Truth of what he had fpoken, 
jfe Jhoufdbefenifor by the King to London, 4nd 
JIarved to Death. When he had finiflied fiis 
Speech, he returned to his former Capacity *bf 
Silence ; and was never obferved to have any 
better Underftartdingbr Speech than he had be- 
fore this happened. The Men who were at 
Work with him made a Report of this as a Pro- 
digy, when they returned Home to their Ma- 
fter ; and this P r o P H EC Y has been preferved 
by Tradition ever fince among the D'efcendahts 
of that Worthy Family, and the Country People. 
It is obfervable, that King James theFfrft, 
hearing of this Accident, had a Curiqfity to fefe 
the Fellow, and fent for him to Court, giving 
him in Charge to 6ne of the Officers of his 
Houlhold, to provide him with neceffary todg- 
i ng and Diet in his own Palace ; but withal, tp 
keep h*m up clofe, and make ftricft Obfei-vatiori 
on his Behaviour, tjiat he might be fatisfieU 
there was no Impofture in the Matter. The 
Gentleman did fo, but, alas! performed his 
Truft with a Severity the King never intended. 
For the Court removing for Ten Days to^npo- 
Ibalds'm Herifordjhtrey he was obliged to attend 
the King, and going in a Hurry, forgot poor 
^ixoHy who being locked up, and notTiavirig the 
Benefit of "Speech, was, as be tru^y foretold., 
ftirved to Death. There

There were ithree other Particulars, very re- 
markable in tbis his Pr.ophecy, 

The One wi^s, th^t whenever the Wall which 
cncotnpaffed Vale-Royal fell down, it: denoted 
fome very ^t^c^i Change in the'Governmeni ; and 
that if it were Tiferene Day, and the Wall fell 
inwards^ it Jhewed an aivafitagtous and happy 
Change ; but if it were a fiormy Day, and the 
Wall fell outwdrdi^ and^ gny of the ^toms fell 
into the Brook^ it hetokeiiedthe difeB contrary: ■ ,' 

This Prophecy caufed thefaicxeffive Mefi^ of 
that Seat to keep feveral Workmen in Yearly* 
Pay to fupport the Wall ; and once a Month to 
inTpiiSt it allTxiuadl foftiaf. by continual . Re- 
pairing, it was buttreffed both within and with- 
out^ and but the Week before it fell, the Work- 
men hid vkwed it accoi^dihg to Cyftcriji, and 
given in, that it was now^fofirong-^ it might rea- 
jonably be expe&ed to lafi an Hundred Tears with- 
out any Repair, Yet on Trinity-Sunday, i6S8, 
about Eleven in the Forenoon, being a calm, 
clear. Sun-piny Day, without a Breath of Wind, 
this Wall fell flat on the Gronnd within the 
Couft, and not fo much as a Jingle Stpne fell 
o u T WARDS. What Change was produced in 
the Nation, by the Tranfadttons of that very 
memorabe Day, is too well known to need a 
Repetition. 

ilixon alfo faid, that in Procefs of Time, 
t^ere w6uld be ^n Heir bom to that Family, 
who fhould be of very great Parts, and arrive to 
greater Honour than any of his PrcdeceJors. 

That 
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Tbat the Time would conae, thci^ flicMd be 
T^r^^ Competitors for the. Crown of BvtaiB^ 
and that this Gentlemaa flioi^d be^epinently in- 
'finimentat in placing theRi^htPrjuace on.t|ie 
Throne, and fecurlng a lafting Peace, wi^ a 
continued Series of honour and Glory to the^ 
Nation. * 

That he fliodd be known by znJEagle which 
would come at the Time of his Birth, ^d fit at 
the Chamber. Window till he was bornt and after 
ibmc Time fly quite away.

So furprizkgwas our Prophet's Births that his

The 
News being conveyed to the Lady-i and her Lover 
in the higheft Extafy^ a happy ConjunBion of 
Hymen and Venus foon after enfuedy and many 
were the Epithalamiums on this Occajion.

the Saxon Bloody that ever was Jhedjince their firft 
coming into Britain ^ nayfartbery the beginning of 
thy Reign fiall be crxxAi the middle thereof miferr 
able ; and the EndiJhamefuL Which accordingly 
Ji3ppened, 
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The Danesy at length, invaded this Kingdom, 
and amongft many other Exadtions which they 
enforced the Britons to bear, the Tribute paid 
unto them was raifed from Ten Thoufand PoundSy 
to Forty Thoufand^ and this wa&*called Dane-Gelt. 
They, yet, not fatisfied ; to add to the former, 
the Sritijh Peers were fo hoUow-breafted, or 
falfe to each other j that, whe|i they were at any 
time aflembled, and had foritied any Refolution 
detrimental to tYi^Danes^ fome amongft them 
betrayed their Refolves, of whom were moft 
fufpected Elphricus and EdricuSy which laft, is 
meant by the Snake in this Prophecy. 

The Land, befides other Diftrefles, continued 
under this Tribute ; but the King by the Advice 
of his beft Friends, married Emmay the Daugh- 
ter ot Richard the Third Duke of Normandy y by 
which Match he was greatly animated and affift- 
ed ; thus aided by his Father-in-Law, he fent 
into all the Towns, Cities and Villages, fecret 
and fevere Commiflions, charging the Magiftratcs 
upon the Night fucceeding the Day of Saint 

BRICEa 
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Bric5e, that ^1 iht Danes fliould be murdered iii 
their Beds, the Execution wWeof they com- 
tnitted to their Concubines, and tliis AA w^, td 
the Honouf of the Women, ftriftly performed. 

This General >lafl&cre df the Danes began at 
a little Town in * Hertfor^ire^ twenty-fouf 
Miles from London^ fFealwin, taking its Name 
therefrom ; a$ if the fVeal or TVetfare of their 
Cbuntry firft took its Rife in that Place. 

The Anniverfary of Saint Brice happening 
that Year upon a Monday^ \^ to this Day Called 
Hoc or Hop-Monday^ intimating this AB ; from 
the Latin Word Hoc-^ or from an old Proverb, 
that, on this Day, the Danes Hopt without their 
Heads. 

IV. After the Danijh Maflacre, Stj^anus King 
of Denmark^ the Eagle above-mentioned, with 
his broad Wings foared over the whole tingdorfiy 
made Prey in every "Province thereof^ and in the 
End todk from the White DraOON (i.e. the 
Saxons) hoth Crown and Scepter^ after they bad 

held the Soveraignty throughout many Succejpons. 

The 

• Cornmonly called Wellhg, 
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The King fearing the continual Perfecution 
of the Danes^ firft fent Emma his (^een, with 
his two Sons Alfred and Edwardj to Richard the 
Fourth Duke of Normandy y who was her Natural 
iBrother, of which when Swanus had Notice, he 
grew inflamed with greater Pride and Infolence; 
and among other of his Tyrannies, fired the 
City of Canterbury^ and flew nine hundred Re- 
ligious Perfons (tything them, viz. kilMngNina 
and faring the Tenth) with eight thoufand Wo- 
men and Children, and becaufe the Reverend 
Bilhop Elphigus would not, or could not pay him 
down three thoufand Pounds, he kept him Pri- 
foner feven Months, and afterwards caufed him 
to be ftoned to Death at Greenwich. This Tyrant 
ilwanusy likewife, wherefoever he came, caufed 
all the Women to be defloured, as well the Re- 
ligious as Others. He alfo robbed the Shrine of 
S^intEdmundy not leaving any Cruelty, which 
could be named, unperformed. At length, upon 
file Day of the Purification of the Bleffed Ftrgin^ 
in the Year 1014, after three Days moft hideous 
H Howling 
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How!ing and Crying, he died in the moft mifer-' 
able manner. He was fucceeded by his Son 
Cdnuius. Two Years after, King Adelfrei died 
At LonJoUj and was buried in the Church of Saint 
Pout i to whom fiicceeded his Son Edmund^ 
Sirnafned fronfiie^ and thefe tw9 Printes were 
the two-tpns mentioned in this Pw)phecy. Ma*- 
fty bloody Battles were fought betwixt Canuius 
tod Udmund i but their Diffisrences werfe decided 
by a fingle Duel, which was fought in an Ifle 
called OJkney near GlouceJIer encoinpaffed by the 
Kiver Severn-, being the Liiie alluded to, which 
was to firrouad fie lijh of tie Lyon's Combat ^ 

In this Confli<5t both the Princes were danger* 

cufly wounded, when retiring for ft'eatb, by 
the firft Motion of Camtusj they embraced each 
other a«Brothers> to the great rejoycing of boA 

their Armies. 

After whtefa, they taaAt an equal Pattition of 
theKiflgdom, and Canatus marritd Emma the 
Mother of E'dmimdi but the Snake Edricusj 
who had notxmly been pardoned for his former 

Treafons^ 
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Treafons, but likewife was made Earl of Kent ; 
notwithftanding this he corrupted his Son then 
attending him, and as he was eafing Nature^ 
ftuckhim with a Spear into the Fundament, of 
wAich Wound he foon after died at Oxfirfi^ 
Biit for this, Edrim met a Tnytofs tuft Re- 
ward, Ctfw/tfiordering bis Head to be cut off, 
and fet upon the higheft Gate in London, and his 
Body was thrown into the Thames. Thus was 
^he Saake'f aiming at higt thii$gSj tfiip(f;fo»iifg the 
R^alNeJl wherein he Jay, foliUed, Eiricus hmr* 
iflg been one of King Bdwar4% grfiat^ Farour- 
ites. 

Canutus being now fole Monarch of Englandy 
the fTTfite Dragon was forced to ftoop to the 
Eaglej i. e. the Saxons were compelled to be 
lubjedl to the Danes^ by whom they were fo mi- 
ferably oppreffed, that fcarce^ a Tenth Part of 
them were le^t in the Land, and thofe who re- 
mained were Weed to tythe their <5oods, and 
pay it as a Tribute to ^^ Danes , this accompliflx- 
f d the Decimation which was to he. 

H a Canutes 
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Canutuszt length be^me King of Denmark on 
the Death of Swarms j he was greatly belov'd by 
his SubjciSls, being a Prince of rare Virtues, very 
chariiable and devout ;. he alfo repaired many 
Churches and Cathedral?, caufing them to be 
3-ichIy beautified, gilding their Altars and Roofs 
with Gold^ herein prophefied, as what the Red 
Dragon was to behold unth Joy. 

King Canutus died at Shafteslury-, and was bu- 
ried at Winchejler^ after reigning NineteenY tzrs ; 
leaving two Sons, Harold (firnamed for his Swift- 
nefs in running Harefoot) and Hardy -Canmus^ 
whom in his Life-time he caufed to be crowned 
King of Denmark^ nnd Harold fucceeded his 
Father in the Crown of England^ 

Merlin's Sixth Prophecy of Hardy-Canutus 
and Earl Godwyn. 

IN the Beginning of the Reign of King 
HAROLDy the Legitimacy of his Birth 
iv-as difputed ; more efpecially by Earl Godwyn^ 
^ M^tt of a very turbuleij^t Spirit, and who en- 

deavQurci 
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deavoured to the utmoft of his Power to dethrone 
him, and to have placed the Crown on his Bro- 
ther's Head. But Leofrkus whom the King much 
loved, by the Affiftance of the Danes^ oppofed 
Godwynj and his Son, fo that they were in all 
their Projefts totally defeated. 

HAROLD was no fooner fettled in the 
Throne, than he plundered that pious and good 
Lady JB AfM^, his Mother-in-Law, of all her 
Jewels, and baniihed her the Kingdom. She 
retired to BALDfVIN Earl of Flanders^ 
who gave her a noble Reception, and with whom 
Ihe continued all HAROLD'S Reign, which 
was but fliortand worthlefs j for in Three Years 
and a few Months, he died at London^ ^omQ fay 
at Oxfordy Iffuelefs j leaving his Brother Hardy- 
Canutus to be his Succeffor. 

HARDr-CANUTUS the Z)/?*^, Son of 
Canatus znd Emma, began his Reign 1041- He 
was of fo cruel a Difpofition, that he was no 
fooner fettled in the State, but he fent Alphricus^ 
Archbiftopof r^*, and ^vlGodwyn to mft. 
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minjlery totakeuptheBodyofhisBrotker; and, 
haWng fevered the Head cherefron^ threw it 
into the River Thames. This he gave cut wa* 
for rifling and exiliog hk Mother Emma^ whom 
hcrfeat for back into England. He alib revired 
the almoft forgotten ex<>rbitant Tax called Dane-^ 
Geltj which he fpent in riotous Living, and the 
moll extravagant Exceffes } of whom M^^lin 
thi|$ Prophecied, 'Ois. 

Tbc forgoing Prophecy continued,

fTAROLty 
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HAROLD minding nothing but Riot and Ex- 
cefs, committed the whole Rule of the Land to 
Emma and Earl Godwyn (who had married the 
Daughter of Canutus^ by his firfi Wife Elgina) 
by whofe Mifcondud the State was greatly diH 
ordered* 

Earl Godwyn had, by his firft Wife, but one 
Son, who was by the Kick of an Horfe thrown 
into the Thames and browned. His Mother 
wu Ihortly after ftruck Dead by Lightning. 
She was of fuch an incontinent Life, that flic 
proftltuted Virgins and young Women, to make 
hafe and Mercenary Ufes of their Bodies. He 
married ayj^^/re/ Wife, by whom he had fix Sons, 
▼iz. Swoffusy Harold, ToJlkSy TVilmtfms^ Syrtbe 
and Letfricus. Alfi a Daughter named Gtfditbity 
who married King EDIVARD the eonfcSbr, 

Hardy^Camttui wholly devoted to all Voluptu- 
oofnefii, being at a Feaft in Lambeth^ in the midft 
of his Mirth and Jollity, drinking a Caroufe> 
out of a Bowl Elbow-Deep, fell foddenly down, 
and fpeecbtaft for the Space of eight Days., at 

the 
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the End whereof he expired, on the 8th Day of 
June^ after the flioft Reign of but t^o Years' 
leaving no Iffue. 

He was buried near his Father, at Wincheftery 
and by his Death, theBIoud of the j:>anes became 
totally extinft in this Land. 

A Stop being at length put to the cruel Perfe- 
cutions of the D/z/?ei, which from their firft Ar- 
rival, had continued neat the Space of 2(5o Years. 

By HellttOy in this S/x^A Prophecy, was meant 
JSardy-Canutus-i fo characterized from the notori- 
ous Gluttony to which that Prince was addidted* 
In the firft Year of his Reign, the two Sons of 
Egelredus ^Tid Emmos n^LmtdAlured^niEdwarJj 
returned from Normandy into Englandy to pay 
their Mother a Vifit, and were attended in a very 
princely Manner. 

Upon their Arrival, Earl Godtuyn^ the fubtle 
Seven-headed HrD R A herein pointed at, be- 
gan to plot a Match between one of thefe Princes 
and his only Daughter G^*/*/? ; but finding ^4&r^i 

the Eldeft to be of an high and haughty Spirit, 

and 
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and would tUnk hioifelf diflionooredby fo meaa 
an Alliance ; the Earl therefore Imagined by 
Xbp{daiiting liin^ lie QUgbt ftrlke up a Marriage 
between the Lady and his younger Brother, who 
was of a much more flexible Difpofition. To 
compaft which, he pretended to the King and 
Coundl, that it might prove dangerous to the 
State, to fuffer fo many Ncrmans to enter Ae 
Land without Licenfe. 

Upon which being invefted with Authorit|f 
from the King, with whom, he was greatly ia 
Favour, and ftron^y accompanied by an armed 
Force ; meeting Hiefe two Princes with their 
Attendants, henttacked them as utter Enemieiy 
killing the greateft Part of them in the frft En. 
counter $ andhavingfurprized the reft ata Place 
^led GtfU'Dewne^ heTy^hed them, laving only 
One in Ten^ deftroylng aU tike reft ; then Tything 
iSbt SurrivOrs %a|Q, he pot them to the noft 
cruel Deaths ; as winding their Guts out of their 
Bellies^ with other exquifite Tortures. He then 
caufed the Eyes of the eldeft Prince to bepuUeJ 
out; aad fern ^m to a religious Houfe in f/y^

agree to go Barefoot upoa nine red-bot Plow-

felf> and pver the remaining five to ckar tl^ 
Mifi^y they fliQuId both of them be deemed 
wholly Innocent of the Adultery whereof they 
ftoodaccufe^. 

To this Emma readfly confcnted, and the Day 
^hcr Purgatioti htm^ affigned, the King ifk 
Perfon> and many of his Nobles were prefent 
thereat. Emma was Hoodwinked, and led to 
the Place where the ninePlow-flures hy Rowing 
Hot; and having paffed pver theni^Uunhurt^ 
the faid, Good Gody wbenjkall I some ta tie Phce 
tf my Purgation f When they unbou^kd her 
j;yes, and Ihe'faw that ffie had endured the Pe-

After many Infolencies againft the King com* 
mitted by Earl Godwyn and his Sons, they were 
obliged to fly th^ir Country, and were by Par* 
liament proclaimed Outlaws and Rebels* 

Two Years afterwards WILLIAM^ the 
3afiard Doke of Nqtmandy^ came to pay a yiflt 
to King Bdu^ard the Confeflbr, moft nobly at* 
tended ; and thro' great Interceffionmade by his 
Friends, Earl Godwyn and bis two jSoos wero 
reftored.

King RICHARD'^ firft fTife dying, he next 
married Isabel Daughter of Charles the 
Sixth) King of France j who was but E/^i/Yeirs 
of Age. 

At length, Differences arofe between the 
King and the Duke of Gloucejler^ who was mur- 
dered at Caiais. John a Gaunt claimed his Title 
to the Crown of Spain in right of his Wife, 
And Henry Duke of Lancafier depO^fed Ac 
King. 

^ Upon 
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Upon this Occafion, the Archbifhop of Cau^ 
terhury flood up and made a long Speech, the 
Purport of" which '\^as, to prove the Cuke's 
Title to the Crown, and to juftify the depofing 
of the King ; whereby was verified Part of the 
Pfediftioii, th^t, the Four Princely Lyons to 
whom he was allied^ he would attempt to Gall with 
iis Horns ; when^ at length a Fox in a Golden 
Skin J Jhwld take a Kid out of the Fold. 

By thefe Four Lyond are figured his four 
Uncles, Sons of Edward the Thirds whom he 
liad feverally injured, preferring Perfons of 
mean Birth to fill the moft eminent Pofts in the 
State, 

Henry of Balwarke was pointed at by the 
Jlw, who cloathed himfelf in the Golden Robes 
of Royalty, fnatching him from amidft the Fold, 
that is, from his own Subjeds, and caufed him 
to be put to a violent and cruel Death, as will 
be hereafter feen. 

Henry, the Fourth of that Name, Son Of . 
John a Gaunty Duke of Lancajkr^ took Poffef- 
<^ fion 
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fion of the whole Dominion of England in the 
Year 1399. 

Vpon his Acceffion, he confti.tuted New Offi- 
cers throughout the KingdoxD)^ an^d ni^de 4*^ 
lOiights of the Bath. The Coronation of thi|^ 
Prince was very iflagnifieent. Of Kis Reign it 
wac thus predidted^ viz.

Among other Parliamentary Refolutions in 
this Reigi^^ one was, that, fVbof&ever tad a^ 
Hand in the Duke of GloucefterV Beath Jhould 
he deemed TrayHrs ; and for wliich, feveral were 
found guilty and executed, Alfo many Ads of 
King Richard^ were repealed, and new ones 
enadted. 

King Ktcbard was likewife removed from die 
Tower of London to foniefra^^\a^ Ponifret- 
CJaflle ire Tirkjbire. After-wfrich gre^t Prepara- 
tions were made for King Henry' % keeping his 
Cbrijlmas at fVindfor. Here it was, that feveral 
Lords had confpired to kill the King, in a 
JmafqUe which was to have been reprelented be- 
fore him oh Twelftb-T^i^t ; but this Cbnfpiracy 
was detefted by th^ Duke of Aumerle^ alia^ 
Albemarky and tfie King departed privately on 
that Night frotft/T/^^^r to i^^/5&». 't'lie Lords 
wlio were in this Co^fpiracy finding their Plot 
fifcov^fedy tfoy fled Wefhjoariy bat the King 
(^ 2 caufcd 
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c^ufed fpeedy Purfuit after them, fo that the 
Duke of Surrey^ and the Ezrl of Salisbury were 
taken at Cirencefier ; Sir Tbomas Blount j Sir 
Bennet Saley^ and nomas Wintercell at Oxford ; 
Sir y^S/r Holland and the Duke of £x^/^r in 
EJfex^ with, divers others in feveral Places. 
Among thefe Confpirators, the tsToblemen were 
beheaded, the reft were drawn, hanged and 
quartered ; but the Heads of all df them were 
ftt upon London-Bridge-Gate^ fulfilling thePre- 
mifes of the Prophecy ; that, many a Foreft Be aft 
Jhould contrive to hill the Fox, but that crafty 
Reinztd Jhould turn their Contrivance upon them, 
felves. 

The King having thoroughly confidered the 
fatal Confequences of this Confpiracy ; and 
that by hi^ Death, a Reftauration of Richard to 
the Thrones was intended, he therefore imagi^ 
ned he could not reign in any Safety while 
JR.ichard,W2s living, he refolved to take him off, 
and fiorthat Purpofe difpatched Sir P/^r^^ ^^ftw^ 
witb Eight more, tp Pomfret eaftl^, who ^nter9^ 

hi# 
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his Apartment in the Caftle, and moft violently 
affaulted him with theirPole- Axes and Halberds, 
but he wrefted the Weapon of one of the Affail- 
^nts out of bis Hand, and fo bravely defended 
himfelf, that he flew four of them before he fell ; 
but at length, he became the Viftimof Sir Pierce 
Exton. 

Henry being now, as he thought, in peaceable 
Poflfeffion, fell to rifling King RichartTs Coffers, 
wherein he found above 300,000 1. befides Plate, . 
Jiiwels, &c. the Whole of which amounted to 
700,000 1. Thus wa§ verified the Procefs of the 
foregoing Prophecy, that, the Fox being earthed 
^n the Kid's Den^ according to his JViJh ; thd a 
Treafure fiould be founds yet even that would not 
fave his Lifej but bring him to an untimely Grave. 

His Body they depofited in the Minfter of 
Pomfretj and expofed it to publick View. It 
wa* then brought to London^ and expofed again 
at St. PauFs for three Days. It was firft privately 
buried zttang'ey itiHertfofdJhire^ but afterwards 
int^n^dim TVeJlminJler^Abbey. 

In 
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la tkc fccond Year of King. Henry's, 
Reign, Owen Glendour fomented a Rebellion ia 
Wales ; and in the Third, $ir Thomas Piercy ' 
Earl of JVorcefter^ and Sir Henry Piercy Son. of 
Xh^'EzYlai Northumberlandy headed a Part jr, and 
engaged the King's Forces near Sbrewshury, in 
which they were worfted ; and their Leaders 
afc^ft Pf ifdttei's.

Soon after Richard Scroop Archbifhop of Torl^ 
with Lord Mowbray Marihal of England^ and 
others, raifedanewlnfurredtion, and engaging 
the King's Forces near ITork^ were worfted -^ the 
Arphbilhop and the Marihal taken Prifoners, an^

and die in Jerufalem. 

TJius, after a Reign of above Fmteeii^ Years, 
h^ left behind hira Four Sons, Henry Prince of 
Wales ; "Thomas Duke of Clarence ; John Dute 
i>i Bedford; and Humphry Duke of Gheefier. 
With ^wo Daughters, 0)?^ Queen of lyenmark^ 
the other Dntchefs of Bavaria. His Body being 
brought to Englandj was depoflted in the Cathe- 
dral of Canterbury.

After many Engagements betwixt t\i^ Englijh 
and the frenchy Charles the Dauphin became 
King of France^ and declared himfelf an titter 
Enemy to this Nation. 

In the F(?tfr/^^»//& Year of King HENRT^'s 
Reign, died th6 moft noble Duke of Bedford^ 
Regent of France^ and was pompoully buried at 
Rohan. Shortly after^ the Earl of Suffolk fought 
to fupplant the Duke of Gloucejlery Lord Pro- 
S tedor 
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teftorand Uncle to the Kirfg; which, in the 
End, was the Dcftruftion of them Both. 

In his One and Twentieth Year King Henry 
was married at Soutbwsck in Hampjbire to Mar- 
gar^ s Daughter of the King of Jerufalem. 
Providence feemed difpleafed with this Match ; 
for, from henceforward. Fortune began to. for- 
fake the King. He loft his Friends in England^ 
and his Revenues in Prance^ by permitting the 
Queen to fway the Realm. Her Counfels were 
very pernicious, and from them proceeded not 
only the Lofs of Normandy^ but a Rebellion of 
the Lords and Commons. The King was de- 
posed, her Son flain, and herfelf banifhed the 
Laiid for evef. l" hefe Miferies enfued, as it 
wa^univerfally conjectured^ on Account of the 
King's Breach of a Marriage-Contraft, firft 
made between him and a Daughter of the Earl 
ofjrminiacky wholly owing to the Avarice of 
the Earl of Sufolk. 

In the Twenty-Fifth Year of King HENRr 
^ Parliataent was called at Bury St. Edmond'^ ia 

Suffolk^ 
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Suffotky which wa%* no fooner affembled, than 
Humphrey Duke of Gloucefter was arrefted for 
High Treafpn ; and in fix Da^ after, found 
dead in his Bed ; not without ftrong Sufpicion of 
being murdered : of which the Marquis of Sufr 
filk was chiefly fufpeded. His Body, after be- 
4ng publickly fliewn, was interred at St. Albans. 
Soon after, five of his Domefticks were Draw^ ^ 
and Hanged, but hy the King's Mercy not 
Quartered. 

In the Twenty-Eighth Year was called another 
Parliament, wherein the Marquis of Suffolk W2i% 
arrefted for High Treafon, and committed to 
the Tower, but in a Month's Time was fetat 
Liberty, not only to the Difcontent of many 
of tkeLordsj hat 2Mt}it.Commons ; of which one 
Blueleard called faimfelf Captain. Thefe Com. 
motions were foon fuppreffed, and the Chief 
<^f the Ringleaders executed. 

This Year alfo being the Jubilee, the Com- 

xnons of Kent affembled themfelves in great 

JJumbers, headed by one JiZ^^Ci?^^, whocallcjl 

S ^ bimfelf 
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himfelf Mortimer. This FellAw being for fome 
time very troublefome, was at length taken, by 
a Kentijb Gentleman, it a Qrarden in SuJfeXy 
who through the Oppofition he made flew hiift. 
His body was brought to London^ his Head put 
upon the Bridge, and his Quarters fent to four 
Towns in Kent^ to be expofcd as a Terror to 
the late Offenders. 

In his Twenty-Ninth Year, on account of the 
Duke of Somerfef^ having given up Normandy^ 
fome of the Lords were difpleafed with the 
^ueen afld her Counfel ; infoinuch that the 
Duke of rorky Father of King EdwaRD the 
Fourth, with many Lords to him allied, oppofed 
themfelves againft her ; arid the Year following, 
the King with the Duke of S omet Jet znd other 
Nobles marched towards fValeSy thinking of 
ineeting the Duke of Tork and his Forces. But 
they met at laft on Blackbeatb, where a Tmce 
was made betwixt them. The Duke of Tork 
declared, that his Intent was only to redrefs 
Grievances, and not to hurt the King's Perfon, 
but to 'renjQve fome evil Minifters ffom the 

QaeeA, 
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Queen. The King agreeing to the Duke'^ 
Terms, he disbanded his Forces, and came to 
the King's Tent ; where, greatly to his Sur^ 
Prize, he found the Duke of Somerfit in Wait- 
ing. The King revoked his Promife, and the 
Duke of rork was himfelf feized and fcnt Pri- 
foner to London^ and had been clofe confined, 
but that News was brought Sir Edward his Son, 
Earl oi Marchy was coming thither with aftrong 
Party of fVellhmen and Marchmen^ which fo 
furprized the Queen and her Counfellors, that 
the Duke of JTork was inftantly fet at Liberty, 
and all, outward, Marks of Favour fliewn unto 
him. 

Thus came to pafs, that Part of the Prophecy 
which faith, that, although the Lamb was doubly 
crowned^ and thought his Empire boundlefs; yet, at 
low Ebb, a Dolphin Jhould deprive him of his 
Scepter. And that as to Father and Son, what^ 
ever Monmouth had gained Jhould he lojl by 
Windfor. 

I. King Henry VL from the Meeknefs of his 
natural Difpofition, was compared to a Lamb. 

IL He 
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II. He was doubly crowned both at London 
^ni Paris. 

III. The Dauphin^ (i. e. Dolphin) of Fien 
being reduced to the loweft Ebb of State, did in 
time (through the Perfidioufnefs of the Duke 
of Burgoigne) recover the whole Realm of 
France-i with the Dukedom of Normandy j where- 
by, he was enabled to deprive Henry of one 
Scepter; fo that, in fine, this Prince po way 
participating the Noble and Heroic 5pi£y; of hi^ 
Father, loft ill by his Pufillaninjity ti^t Henry V, 
born at Monmouth^ had atchiev'd through his un- 
matchable Prowefs. 

In his I'tirty-jirft Year, the Queen ftill conti- 
nued the Purfuit of her ambitious Views ; info- 
much that after many Conflidts the Duke of 
Torky was not only made Protedtor, but pro- 
claimed Heir to the Crown. So that as Merlin 
faysj the Queen proved a Tygrefs^ proud only 
of a Title, fheltering herfelf in the Lamb's Bo- 
fom. By her, feeming, Meekneft and Devo- 
tion fhe was, at firft, looked upon as a Saint » 

but 
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but in a fliort time her Ambition difplayciA 
*itfelf. 

Nor could her rav*nous Fury be wiihfiood^ 
Vnttll futUjatedwith heft Englip Blood. 

This was manifefted, 

I. By her caufing the King to remove from 
London to Coventry .^ and fending from thence by 
a Privy Seal, for the Earls of PTarwick znd Salis-^ 
iury^ whofe Lives were Ambuflied in the Way j 
of whic JL ha ying Notice, they cfcaped the 
Danger. ^1^ 

II. The (^een^s hext Attempts were againff 
the Earl of fVarwick's Father, and in the Clofe 
of thefe Turmoils the Duke of Tork was flain in 
the bloody Battl^ of PVakefield. Upon this, the 
Queen thought all fafe, and that all her Views 
would be aecompliflied : She now exulted with 
more Pride than ever, in the Heighth of .which. 
News was brought her, that EdwarD Earl of 
March, eldeft Son of the Duke of rork, with 
the Earl of fVarwick and others, attended by ^ 
pumejrous Force, were marching towards Lon* 
don. But before her ^uittiijg St. Albans^ where

the King^ ^nd fhe then refided, fhe caufed the 
Lord Bo^sjieldznd others to be Beheaded. How- 
ever, at length, Henry was depofed for his 
Breach of Honour aixd Oath ; who being looked 
upon as Queen-rid, was therefore infufficient to 
govern the "Realm; fo that fD/TJfiA eldeft 
Son of the Duke of Zorkj was elefted King. 
And the King, Queen, VrincQ Edward^ the 
Duke of &omerfety Lord i?^/^and others, were 
ibrccd to fly into Scotland^ and K ing EDfVARD 
entered the City of rork in Triumph. 

Thus, after above thirty- eight ¥ears Reign, 
Menry loft the Crown, and his turbulent Queen 
forfeited all her Right in the Kingdom j verify- 
ing what was predidled, that, a young Lyon 
Ihould be tamed, who would fend her back to 
the Place from whence flie came. That, 

Much Trouhle would enfue about tie Crown^ 
And Kings foon Raisd^ osfoon be Tumbled down. 

We come next to EDffTARDj the Fourth of 
tiiat Name, Son of Richard Duke of Tbrh who 
took PoflTefBon of the Throne, on S^mt Peters 
Day r46r# He was folcmnly crowned at fVeft^
